Birthrate and Hunger 

(By H. G. L. Strange) 

It has been accepted thinking to 
consider that hunger over the 
greater part of the world is caus¬ 
ed by over-population. Dr. deCas- 
tro, who Is Chairman of the Exe¬ 
cutive Council of the F A.O. Unit¬ 
ed Nations, holds the opposite 
view. He points out that coun¬ 
tries with an exceedingly high 
birthrate are those whose people 
live mainly on a vegetable diet 
and who do not consume animal 
proteins, that is livestock and live¬ 
stock products, whereas countries 
with a low birthrate 'are those 
where the people consume much 
greater amounts of livestock pro¬ 
ducts. Or. deCastro points to ex¬ 
periments made on the fertility of 
rates which seem to prove this. 
He claims, then, that the birth¬ 
rates of two-thirds of the people 
will decline if these people could 
be assisted to produce and to con¬ 
sume more livestock and livestock 
products. This is a startling theo¬ 
ry. If it is true, and if the world 
nations are able to do something 
about it, then it means that the 
demand for livestock and live¬ 
stock products will very greatly 
Increase throughout the world. All 
this is in a book entitled •‘The 
Geography of Hunger” by Josue 
deCastro, published by Little 
Brown ft Company, Boston.

It probably comes as a surprise to a great many 
ratepayers in the Municipal District of Camrose to 
learn that the Council and Divisional School Board 
have made formal application to come under the 
County System. The fact is that both governing bod¬ 
ies are confronted by problems of administration that 
only a consolidation of authority can overeme. There 
were the ovefiappings in estimates and expenditures, 
with one administration - body sometimes at odds with 
the other. Now, if this application is accepted by. the 
Department of Municipal Affairs, all parties concern¬ 
ed will be able to sit down at the one table and plan 
the program for administration with the full know¬ 
ledge and financial implications before them. The Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association did not approve the gen¬ 
eral plan when first proposed, but their vocal opposi¬ 
tion seems to have been exhausted. We never felt that 
the A.T.A. stood to lose under th new set-up, and said 
so* a fact that was not appreciated by certain mem¬ 
bers of the profession. —Camrose Canadian.

Don’t Overcure Your Hay 

Much has been written about 
cutting hay at the proper time 
and stage of maturity, but cutting 
hay at the proper time still doesn’t 
guarantee good hay. Too many 
farmers and ranchers waste good 
hay by letting it get too dry be¬ 
fore taking it off the field. 

l.’nder normal drying conditions 
there is not a great loss in nut¬ 
rient value when hay is overly 
dried, but there is a tremendous 
loss of leaves and finer parts by 
shattering. As the leafy part is the 
most nutritious, you are actually 
losing a good part of the nutrients 
by allowing the hay to become 
dry. It often happens that by the 
time the hay is fed in the winter, 
all the livestock get is the stem. 

There are several ways to deter¬ 
mine whether the ha/ is at the 
light stage to stack: <

SPEED LIMIT 
NOW 60 M.P.H. 


The maximum speed limit for 
cars travelling on Alberta high¬ 
ways has been raised from 55 m. 
p.h. to 60 m.p.h. effective July 1. 
The new speed limit will be ef¬ 
fective for both day and night 
driving. 

This was announced recently by 
the Vehicle Branch of the Provin- 
cial^Secretary’s Department. The 
change in the speed limit is the 
result of an amendment to the 
Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act 
passed at the last session of the 
legislature. 

Maximum speed limit, day or 
night, for trucks is 50 miles per 
hour, highway buses, 55 mp.h. aad 
school buses 40. Drivers are re¬ 
minded that the new speeds are 
effective from July 1. 

Motorists were reminded again 
of the penalties arising from driv¬ 
ing while under the influence of 
liquor. For conviction on the 
charge of driving while his abil¬ 
ity was impaired by alcohol, a 
driver automatically loses his 
driving licence for two months if 
it is the first offence and for one 
year for a second or subsequent 
Offence. 

Any driver convicted of driving 
while intoxicated automatically 
loses his driver’s or’ chauffeur’s 
licence for a year.
